Safety Code For 
Soft Coal Mines 


Washington, July 26 (/Pi—A uni­ 
form safety code for government- 
operated soft coal mines was a n ­ 
nounced today by Secretary of In ­ 
terior Krug. It is effective at 12:01 
a. rn. (local time) next Monday. 
Such a code was demanded by 
John L. Lewis, president of th* 
United Mine workers, as a condition 
to resum ption of work after the 
governm ent seized the mines last 
May 22. 
It will rem ain in effect, Krug a n ­ 
nounced. as long as the mines are 
operated by the government under 
the strike settlem ent agreement he 
made with Lewis covering wages 
and working conditions. More than 
4,500 m ines are covered. 
The code sets up more than 300 
separate safety standards covering 
such m atters as timbering, blasting, 
explosives, 
ventilation, 
coal 
dust 
hazards, 
protective 
clothing, 
and 
many other phases of coal mining. 
It directs, for instance, th at all 
m ines m ust be examined for gas 
a t least once a day within four 
hours before workers enter the mine.
